CITY ORDINANCE SECTION 210.570 

It shall be unlawful for any person owning or possessing 

any fireworks to explode, detonate, discharge, or combust 

fireworks within the City Limits, which shall specifically 

include city parks, schools, streets, public property, except 

that fireworks may be used by individuals on their own 

residential property as provided in Section 210.580. The 

time line to discharge fireworks shall be from June 28th 

thru July 7th. No fireworks shall be exploded or discharged 

after the hours of 10:00 p.m. except on the 4th of July until 

midnight.

CITY BUSINESS LICENSES DUE BY JULY 1, 2020 

CHARGE IS $25.00 - PICK UP AT CITY HALL 

Senate Bill 30-Sect. 144.083.2 RSMo, effective January 1, 

2009 states; “The possession of a retail sales license and a 

statement from the department of revenue that the licensee 

owes no tax due must be presented when renewing your city 

license.” For more information on receiving a CERTIFI-

CATE OF NO TAX DUE contact The State of Missouri 

Department of Revenue in Jefferson City at 573-751-9268 

and ask them to fax your copy to Ash Grove City Hall at 

417-751-3814. You cannot pick up your license without this 

form. Failure to apply for any license required by June 30 

will result in a penalty of 5% of the deficiency, and for eve-

ry month thereafter, 5% shall be added to the penalty not 

exceeding 25%
